State Electricity Board s/Projects/ “255(1) State Electricity boards/Projects/Undertakings in the 
Undertakings Paragraph 255 public sector and engaged in the production and dis¬ 

tribution of electricity should submit their applications 
for import of capital goods, raw materials, compo¬ 
nents and consumables in the prescribed form to the 
licensing authority concerned. However, there is no 
need for them to submit consumption certificate. Appli¬ 
cations should be. accompanied by the following 
documents :— 

(i) An attosted copy of the letter containing the san¬ 
ction of release of foreign exchange to cover the 
imports sought to be made; 

(li) Five copies of the list of goods proposed to be 
imported (indigenous clearance should be obtained 
from DGTD). 

(iii) A Bank Receipt/Demand Draft showing the pay¬ 
ment of prescribed application fee; and 
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(iv) Clearance of Department of Electronics if the 
value of ce.lecti o lie items to be imported exceeds 
Rs. 25 lakhs. 

(2) Import licences will be issued by the licensing authority 
concerned on the bads of foreign excha lge release and 
indigenous clearance. 

NOTE : After the import of goods againit the licence issued 
as above, the Board/Proiect/Undertaking should 
promptly send to the Central Electricity authority, 
New Delhi, the list of Items actually imported 
to enable the authority to undertake review of the 
items so imposed vis-a-vis indigenous availability,”
